It was at a period when teaclieis 
lad not yet discovered any improved method 
if teaching children A, B, C's; in other words, 
caching the elements of reading. It was at 
hat time that Superintendent 0 
, entered 


.he school of a young lady-teacher, and pretty 
icon after taking a scat on the platform, he 
uquired if " there was anything new in her ex- 
perience?'1 After it moment's hesitation, she 


I she had found one case that was entirely 


new to her, and she presumed the like might, 
lave been of rare occurrence to the Siiperin- 
.endent of Bucks county. It was that of a 
ittle girl who was learning her letters. On en- 
ering the school she began with her A, B, C's. 
The gill had been under her care some six 
veeks or two months, and that she had not >et 
earned a single letter, or acquired the poiv er of 
distinguishing by Dame auy two of the letteis, 
he most unlike in form. The Superintendent 
istened to the stoij as a thing incredible. He 
old the young lady that state of things must 
lot continue any longer 1 He thought he could 
lelp her over that difficulty, and would sngosc 
,o do it before he left the school-house. 


The ch'ld was forth-with called, and with its 


dog-eaied prime), intioduced to the Supetinten- 
dent. The teachei smiled as she saw him set 
town to the task as to a regular day's work. 
At it he went in good eal nest, thinking that 1 he 
eat would soon be accomplished—and that the 
singular result of bis skill might be proclaimed 
before his leaving the school-house. Every- 
,hing seemed to work well at the start, the 
child was evidently pleased with the notice thus 
taken of her—with being selected from the 
whole school to enjoy the special instruction of 
Ihe Superintendent.

For more than a week there 
was no perceptible change; but very gradually, 
the chilli's interest in its lessons began to in- 
crease. Its progress was not only very percept- 
ible, bnt rapid I The last account that I heard 
from the teacher was that received, i think, 
about two months after the experiment. It 
was then leading In the first reader, and head 
of its class. In answer to the common ques- 
tion then made, the teacher piomptly answered : 


Oh ! very well, I wish I could sei* Sir. O 
, 


now I" Who can fathom tin1 depth of the hu- 
man mind, even of a child 1 Who can tell but 
the half day spent by the Superintendent in 
teaching the child to distinguish I from O, may 
have touched a chord that will vibrate through 
eternity. I believe the facts connected with 
the abovf incident are substantially the same 
as above given. I knew the young woman 
well, (who is since married), and I believe she 
will confirm the particulars above related. 
When I have a chance of hearing the wherea- 
bouts of the teacher, I will also inqtiiie into the 
future progress of her pupil.

FSAT OF A SSNECA. 


In the course of the long and fierce war be- 


tween the Six Nations and the Cherokees, it 
liappened, said Oliver Silverheels, who related 
this tradition to Mr. Schoolcraft, that eight Sen- 
ecas determined to go on an embassy of peace. 
They met some Cherokees on the confines ol 
the Cherokee territories, to whom they imparted 
tlieh object. Intelligence of this Interview vita 
sent forward to their village, where the ambas- 
lailore •wereTtaty;reci'ivedjand;-aftcr this'pre- 
liminary reception, they were introduced to the 
ruling chiefs, aud favorably received by the 
Jhcrokce council. 


All but one of the Cherokee chiefs agreed to 


the terms of peace. He would consent, If, prior 
.0 the treaty, the eight Seneca delegates would 
irst consent to go to war against their enemies, 
situated south of them. (Who their enemies 
were is not mentioned.) They consented, and 
set out with a war party. A fight ensued in 


•hich the leader of the Seuecas, named Awl, 


was taken prisoner. 
The other seven escaped. 


The fate of Awljwas decided in the enemy's 
camp, where it was determined lie should be 
burned at the stake. Preparations were made 
for this purpose, but as they were about to 
bind him, he claimed the privilege of a wrrrior, 
to sin" his death song and recite his exploits by 
striking the post. Pleased with the spirit of his 
request, and his noble air and words, his suit 
was granted, and they put a tomahawk into his 
hands, that he might go through the ceremony. 
He began by relating his exploits in the North, 
lie recited his feats against the Western In- 
dians, adding, with the usual particularity, 
times and places, and the number of scalps 
taken. They were pleased and interested in 
these recitals, and quite forgot the prisoner, in 
the wai rior. At last he came to the late battle, 
n which he was taken. lie told how many 
of their own people he had killed, and kindling 
with redoubled ardor as he struck the post 
with his tomahawk, exclaimed, " So many have 
I killed, and suiting his actions to his woids, 


So many I will yet kill!" With this he 


struck down two men, bounded tlnough the 
ring and ran. 
Consternation, for a moment, 


prevented pursuit^ which gave him a start. 
Jeing fleet of foot he outian his pursuers, 
eluded them in the woods, and reached the 


!herokee camp, whore he found and joined his 
seven companions. 


They concluded tlie peace, and returned in 


safety to the Seiicc.1 country. 


XIX. 


FEXODSOOT FEASTS. 


John Gyles, who was captured at Fcmma- 


quid, Maine, in August, 1CS9, and remained in 
captivity nearly nine years, thus quaintly de- 
scribes, in his "Memoiis of Odd Adventures, 
Strange Deliverances, etc.," published at Bos- 
ton, in 1736, the-feasts of the Peuohscots. 


You may request the bill of fire for an In- 


dian feast before you go. If yon dislike it, 
stay at home. The ingiedients are fish, flesh, 
or Indian corn, and beans boiled together ; 
sometimes lusty pudding made of pounded 
corn, whenever and as often as these are plenty. 
An Indian toils four or five large kettles* full, 
and sends a messenger to each wigwam door, 
who^cxclaims, " Kuh menscooreiioA 1" that is 
" I come to conduct you to a feast." The man 
within demands whether he must take a spoon 
or a knife iu his dish, which he always cairies 
with him. They appoint two or three young 
men to mess it oul. to sach mail his portion, 
»ccording to the number ofhis family at home. 
I'his is done with Uie utmost exactness. When 
they have doiu eating, a young lellow stands 
without the door, and cries aloud, Men*ccom- 


ook," "come and fetch !" Immediately each 


squaw goes to her husband aud takes what he 
!as left, which she carries home and eats with 
her children. For neither married women, nor 
any youth under twenty, are allowed to be 
iresent; but old widow squaws and captive 
men may sit by the door. The Indian men 
continue in the wigwam ; some relating their 
wailike deeds, others something comical, others 
narrating their hunting exploits. The seniors 
give maxims of prudence and grave council to 
;he young men ; and though every one'i speech 
be agreeable to the run of his own fancy, yet 
they confine themselves to rule, and but one 
speaks at a time. After every man has told 
his story, one rises up, sings a feast song, and 
others succeed altei nately as the company sees 
fit. 


When the Penobscots determine on war, 


or are entering upon a particular expedition, 
they kill a number oF their dogs, burn off their 
hair and cut them to pieces, leaving only one 
dog's head whole. The rest of the flesh they 
boil, and make a fine feast of it. Then tbe 
dog's head that was left whole is scorched, till 
the nose and lips have shrunk from the teetli, 
leaving them bare and grinning. This done, 
they fasten it on a stick, and the Indian who 
is proposed to be chief in the expedition takes 
the head into hij hand, anil sings a wailike 
song, in which he mentions the town they de- 
sign to attack, aud the principal man in it; 
threatening that in a few days he will carry 
that man's head and, scalp in his hand, in the 
same iranuer. When the chief has finished 
singing, he so places the dog's head as to grin at 
him who he supposes will go his second, who, 
if he accepts, takes the head in his hand and 
sings; but if he refuses to go, he turns the 
teeth to another; and thus fiom one to another 
till they have enlisted their company. 


« The Indians imagine that dog's flesh makes 


them bold and courageous. I have seen an In- 
dian split a dog's head with a hatchet, take out 
the brains hot, and eat them raw with the 
blood running down his jaws 1" 


*,i If they have lost their kettle, it is but {ratting 


thole victuals into a birch -il»li, leaving a vacancy 
in the middle, filling It witn water, ami putting iu 
hot stones alternately i they will thus thoroughly 
boil the toughest neck ot beet."

XX. 


STORY OF A 1IRVLE SIOV.V 
PXIlfCESS, 


Before the Treaty of 1308 nearly all the Sioux 


were hostile. The march of immigration had 
driven them over the Missouri Uiver, and the 
settlement of the country furthar westward 
incident to the building of the railroad across 
the Continent, showed them that, year after 
year, their limiting grounds were becoming 
more and more contracted. In times of peace 
the Brules had often pitched their tents, or tfi 
pees, on the North Platte, and Spotted Tail and 
his family had frequent opportunities of visit- 
ing the garrison at Fort Larainie. The intelli- 
gence and demeanor, as well as the peisonal 
beauty of his eldest daughter, Pebeziwi, h«il 
made hei a favorite at the fort. She was not 
slow to see the great advantages in snpenority 
of numbers, in intellectual acquirements.and 
iu all the comforts and graces of civilized life 
which the white race had over her own, and it 
was only natural, with her fine mental and 


physical organization, that she should have Ix- 
coiue very friendly to the whites. As a child 
site attracted the notice of every one at the 
fort, arid when she was blooming Into woman- 
hood ihe was the recipient of walked attention 
from many ofliccrs of tin volunteer troope 
which at that time (soon after the close of Ihe 
rebellion) chiefly composed the garrison. 


Besides being beautiful, Intelligent and grace- 


ful, sue wu a pure Indian princess, the eldest 
(laughter of the ruling cliiet, and on that ac- 
count alone entitled to some consideration. 
Her figure was rather below the medium height, 
her face a well rounded oval, her eyes black 
and piercing, her nose small and straight, her 
lips full and flnelv formed and her teeth re- 
markably white and peg feet. 
Indian names 


very often are misnomers, as is the case iu the 
present Instance. Peheziwi means yellow hair; 
but her hair was raven—not coarse as you 
often see it on the Indian, but fino and soil 
and silken, and quite in keeping with her ex- 
quisite organization. To the physical features 
she added 'V native ;«odetty-aiid a-grace of 
movement which lent their poetic influence lo 
increase the sum of her attractions. When 
she used to be at Fort I.aramie in the winter 
wearing her blue cloth dress, beaded leggings 
•vnd elaborately ornamented mocassins, with 
strings of Iroquois shell* for earrings and neck- 
ace, licr hands aud arras adorned in Indian 
style with rings and bracelets, and a handsome 
>uffalo robe thrown around her, she was al- 
ways "the observed of all observers." Pehe- 
/.iwi 
used all her influence with her father and 


ler people to dissuade them from further re- 
sistance to the whites. She well knew that 
war against the white race was only suicidal, 
ami she was as a sweet messenger of iieace 
wherever she moved among hei people. 


But Indian outrages upon settlers on the 


frontier provoked retaliation by the tioops sta- 
tioned in the West for their pi election, ami 
these growing troubles led at length to a state 
of general warfare between our soldiers and 
.lie hostile Indi.uis. It was wit li a heavy heart 
that Peheziwi saw her people drawn again into 
a contest which she w.is well aware must, nec- 
essarily be hopeless. After the red men found on 
the warpath had been punished, and the council 
was called to assemble at Foit Larainie lo dis- 
cuss new stipulations, Spotted Tail moved witli 
lis band to within a reasonable distance of the 
'ort in order to keep posted, but not, as is al- 
eged, disposed to enter intxj peaceable relations 
with the government. It was at this period 
ihat bis favorite daughter was attacked with 
what, within a week, proved to be a fatal ill- 
ness. The fever took fast hold upon her, anil 
though the medk'ine men of her tribe for days 
and nights went through their su[>erstitious 
ucanlations, he could see the life of his first 
xmi passing away lo the hereafter. 


Knowing that her days were numbered anil 


the hour of her departure near, she made a List 
)athetic and affectionate appeal to her father 
n favor of peace with the pale faces. An In- 
dian's eldest child is always regarded with spe- 
cial favor. As his eldest daughter and his pride, 
aud by the love he bore her, she insisted that 
after her death, which was now so near, ho 
should go straight to Foit Uaiamie and meet 
the white chiefs and make a treaty ot peace 


^ them which should endure forever. "He- 


member the dying words of Peheziwi," sha 
said; "go to the pale faces, shake hands with 
them strong," whicli iu Indian parlance means 
,rue and lasting friendship. 
"Piomise me 


this; and promise me also, that as a pleilge of 
Jiat peace, you will buiy me iu the cemetery 
among the p.ile faces at Foil Larainie." 
Whac 


w.is this but Uiu echo of the DKine Voice 
speaking Lo Uie heart of the sivnge chief in 
the fading accents of Ills d>iug daughter ? He 
could not resist such an appeal; his heart was 
melUid, for lie was devoted to her; his judg- 
ment was convinced, as he recalled her argu- 
ments ; and, la'iing hei hand i.i his, he pledged 
Ins affection as a f.iLhcr, and Ins honor as a 
chief, that he would carry out her wishes to 
the letter. Her mission was accomplished, the 
hour of her death saw the triumph of her life, 
and her son! ascended to the Spiiit Land to 
share the reward of those who, like her, had 
labored for " Peace on earth." 


Spoiled Tail was equal lo Ins word ; he went 


;o Fort Larainie a'ld niadu the treaty ; he :s 
now among the most intelligent and fnendly 
of all the Indian chiefs; and an Indian grave 
within the limits of the fort, towering high 
above the graves of the white people buried 
there, stands, as the pledge of peace socuiad by 
th« Princ ess Pcheziwi. It has been said that 
ihe had cherished an affection for an army of- 
ficer, and that as an alliance was impossible, 
her premature death, at Ihe early age of 
eighteen years, was owing to the influence of 
hei unrequited passion ; but this is questioned, 
and is doubted. 
When Spotted Tail passed 


through Fort Laramic, in the spiing of 1873, 
on his way to Washington, he pointed to the 
grave, his eyes filled with tears, and he said 
every time he saw that grave his heart was big 
with sorrow at the loss of Peheziwi, and 
then it was big with glad ness as he remembered 
her sweet words. He also added, " Had it not 
been for her appeal and my promise I would 
not now be at peace with the pale faces."

A VAST ESTATE IN KANSAS. 


(ieorxr Grant'* Fnrm of B7«,OOO Acre«- 
Tlumwtud* or Bbee|» «ld Cow*. 


Among the prominent visitors a( tho fair Is 


Mr. Geo-ge Giant of Victoria Colony, Kansas, 
tlie owner of the largest farm in the world, with 
the exception, perhaps, of that of the Duke of 
Sutheiland, whose broad acres consists largely 
of bill and heather. 
Mr. Grant's domain coveis 


570,000 acres in the heart of Kansas about 290 
miles west of Kansas City to Foit Hays, the 
centre of the tract. Ills effort is to establish a 
model farm, for which great credit is due him, 
as well as for his successful efforts in introduc- 
ing imported stock, and showing the results iu 
crossing imported with native stock, and also 
the best methods of sheltering and feeding catile 
in winter. Mr. Grant is going back to Europe 
in about five weeks to arrange for tlie bringing 
out of more people, and a large portion of high- 
bred stock, which he will exhibit at the Centen- 
nial, with the intention ultimately of shipping 
it to Victoria. Mr. Giant si ales that one herd 
of eighty-one short horns of the Booth strain 
sold five weeks ago at the sale of the late Mr. 
Terr's property In England at an average price 
from young to old of $3,000. They were of the 
same family that he has at Victoiia, and many 
of the auiuials were bought for America. 


Mr. Grant's colony has largely swelled this 


season by immigrants, and another English 
company has just bought 40,000 acres adjoin- 
ing the Victoria colony. One of tlie New York 
Gnnthere has started with 5,000 acres, and Mr. 
Dickcnson of St. Louis has bnucht 2 square 
miles, and Is out there now nuking arrange- 
ments for putting up a house. Mr. Grant says 
he is more than satisfied with the pi oduce of Ins 
crops this season. 
The rains have been abundant, but last year 


the grasshopers swept everythins;. One Held 
of 80 acres of Hungarian grass on his farm has 
produced IVi tons of fodder and 5,114 bushels 
of seed, giving a piofit of more than 500 per 
cent, on tire cost of putting in the seed. 
He 


put in 300 acres of alfalfa, a kind of fodder 
much used in California. The land will grow 
three crops of this grass in a year, at the rate of 
six ions to the acre, but it aflects a deep, dry 
soil. Mr. Grant has inci eased bis flock of sheep 
to 16,000, and has 1,000 cows. In less than 
five years be expects to Increase his sheep to 
100,000. His wool alone this season brought 
J11.700 111 Boston at 33 cents per pound. 
Sheep fanning is evidently destined to be a pio- 
fitable business In Kansas.

PREOIOlTs' STONES. 


Diamonds were fiiitt bought from the East, 


where the mine of Sunibiilpour was the llrst 
known, and where the mines of Golconda 
were first discovered In the year 1584. 


Although not considered as valuable, intrin- 


sically, as the ruby, tho diamond has always 
maintained its precedence as the first ofcrown- 
je\\els. In Queen Victoria's crown there an) 
thirteen hundred and sixty-three brilliant dia- 
monds twelve hundred ami seventy-three mse- 
diamonds, anil one hundred and forty-seven 
table-diamonds, besides one large ruby, seven- 
teen sapphires, eleven emeralds, four nin.ill ru- 
bies, and two hundred and seventy-seven 
pcai Is. 


The diamond is composed of pure carbon 


crystallized, and islhe liardeslknownsnbstancc. 
The English were at one limn fainnns as cut- 
lers ol precious stones, but llm.irl is nmv whol- 
ly lost t» them, and most of the valuable stones 
are Innustud lo Dutch Jewels. The diamond 
is split easily with Lhe grain, ami cut upon a 
wheel smeared with diamond-dust—Ihe only 
material that ellectually touches it—and it is 
polished in the same manner, a bteel disk belli" 
employed for the purpose, smc.ued with due 
powder, and revolving al a great speed. 


We may add that, on llie skill and success of 


the lapidary in the cutting of diamonds entirely 
depends the development of Lhe true value of a 
stone. The liist cutting of the celeln ated Koh- 
i-noor diamond was a miserable failure, inas- 
much as the biilliancy of the gem was In no 
adequate measure revealed, and a second cut- 
ting was necessitated lo bring out llie surpass- 
ing splendor of the stone. Although icducod in 
the latter process from one hundred and eighty 
six lo one hundred and six carats, so skilfully 
was the woik performed by the famous Coster, 
of Amsterdam, that no visible reduction was 
noticeable, while the brilliancy of the gem was 
pronounced surpassingly wondeiful in its re- 
newed form. 


To its hardness the diamond owes its name 


which is derived from the Latin adamax—signi- 
fying invincible consistence. 


While the ancients were aware of tlie piojid- 


ty of its powder, 01 dust, for cuuing, engraving, 
and polishing other stones, with the ait of cut- 
ting the diamond they were unacquainted, con- 
tenting themselves with such as were polished 
naturally. It was not unUtuuhliuuiub ceulu- 
ty ttut the art of cutting and polishing the dia- 
mond was known in Europe, having been in- 
vented and lirst practised ill 14r>(i by Louis de 
Uerquen, a native of the city of IJrutjes, the 
capital of West Flanders. 


Diamonds of ihe choicest kind are desci ibed 


as water or snow-white diamonds, and these 
are most sought and prized by jewellen* because 
ol their superior haldnoss, Inslic, and refracto- 
ry power. The rarest-colored diamonds ate 
blue, pink, and daik brown; but yellow dia- 
monds, when the culor is undbim throughout, 
are very beautiful and liighly valued. Tale- 
blue diamonds are also prized and rate, while 
deep-blue ones ate still rarer. 


Many persons suppose that diamonds ate on- 


ly used as jewelry, and that le.dly they are of 
no essential value in the piactic.t! arts. This 
is a mistaken notion ; ihe> aie used Cor a great 
number of purposes in ihe arts. 
The luacm- 


f'ying iwwerut Uie diamond, iu piopoition lo 
thai of plate-ylass ground 10 a similar form, is 
as eight to three. For drawing minute lines 
on haid steel and glass, to make micrometers, 
there is no substitute for the diamond- 
point. 


The rough diamond is called " vort,1' and the 


points used for glass-cutting are fragments of 
Lhe vorls. Gieal care and skill are necessary 
in selecting the culling poinls, because lliedia*- 
mond thai cuts the glass most successfully has 
Lhe cutting edges of'the crystal placed al light 
angles to each other, and passing through a 
point of intersection made by crossing the 
edges. 


Sir David Urewstei first noticed fluid cavities 


in the diamond, and explained llie optical pec- 
iilianlics of some dinionds by their presence. 
The diamond not only burns in oxygen gas, 
but In'he air when heated to redness before 
the oxhydrog«n flame; it lakes fire and burns 
like coal, but goes out when the heat is inter- 
mitted. Il then becomes while, like ground- 
glass, and does uol blacken, nor swell up, nor 
splinter, unless previously ciacked. Other ex- 
periments u( a scientific character show that 
diamonds, witli native lenticular faces and 
such as are used for glass-culling, look, after 
having been sliongly healed in the air, as if 
they were composed of so many prisms enclos- 
ed in triangles. 


So accurately are diamonds imitated at the 


present Lime that none but Lhosecaicfully skilled 
in the business can detocl llie real fiom the im- 
ilaiions. 


Signor Massimo Levi, an Italian chemist, has 


afforded a source Ihrongh which lo accurately 
determine the difference between real and imi- 
tation diamonds, whicli is as follows: 
" If you have a doubtful stone, put it into a 


leaden or platinum cup, with some powdered 
fluor-spar and a Mule oil of vitriol; warm the 
vessel with some lighted charcoal in a fireplace, 
or wherever there is a slrong diaught to carry 
away the noxious vapors that will lie copiously 
evolved. 
When these vapors have ceased ris- 


ing, let the whole cool, and then stir the mix- 
ture with a glass rod tu fish out the diamond. 
If you linden intact, it is a genuine stone; but, 
it it is false, it uill becoiroded by the hydro- 
fluoric acid that has been generated around it, 
A small • paste' diamond will disappear alto- 
gether under this treatment." 


The ruby U the next hardest thing in nature 


after the diamond. The finest rubies are found 
in the East Indies; and the King of liurumh 
takes one of his titles fiom them—that of the 
"Lord of the Hubies." In old times Lhe rul»y 
was considered Lo possess many magical prop- 
erties. It was thought to be an amulet against 
poison, plague, evil thoughts, and evil spirits. 
The ruby depends upon its color for its value. 
The ruby, sapphire, and Oiiental topaz, are 
composed identicAlly of the same materials ; 
the red sapphire is a ruby, Lhe blue a sapphire, 
and the yellaw ruby a topaz. They are all 
termed corundums, an Indian name. 
The 


finest rubies are found in Ava and Siam; they 
are also found in Ceylon and many paits of 
Europe. 


In Bunnali this gem is a royal monopoly, 


and none of any value are by law allowed to 
leave the kingdom. The finding of a fine ruby 
is made a slate event, and a procession of gran- 
dees, with soldiers and elephants, are sent out 
to meet it. Tne color of the ruby vaiies from 
pale tose to deep red, but the tint that is most 
highly prized and valued is that of the "pigeon's 
blood." One of the largest rubies in Europe is 
a French crown-jewel, at one time adorning 
the Order of the Golden Fleece. 
The King of 


tturuiah is said to possess a ruby of the size of 
a pigeon's egg. A true " pigeon's-blood" tinted 
ruby of one caret is valued at from seventy to 
one hundred dollars; of two carats, at three 
hundred dollars and upward; and four carats, 
from two thousand dollars and upward. 
The 


diamond of similar weight would be valued at 
prices but little more than half these rates. 


The emerald is classed next to tlie diamond 


and ruby, and |K>ssesses a brilliant-green color. 
Emerald and beryl have the same chemical 
composition, and differ only in color. 
The 


finest-colored emeralds are fouud iu New Gia- 
nada, embedded in limestone rock. It is also 
found in Salaburg and in Siberia. The Span 
lards, it is asserted, came into possession of 
many hundred-weight of emeralds when they 
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conquered Peril: henoe tbfllr value M) In the 
middle ages. 
Perfect gems at this dm are 


valued at from Lw«nty to forty pound* UK 
carat, but they do not, like UM dlanioud aud 
ruby, advance In price with llw lite.

as Harlequin. This is a rude way of designat- 
ing tlie exquisite blending of lines whicli makes 
ting jewel so beautiful. The iridescence Ii ow- 
ing to minute lines on the surface of the gem 
which decompose the light, jusl In llm uino 
manner as they do in motberof-pearl. Th« 
Hashes of color in this precious stone arc aU aye 
most marked in a warm day; lira knowledge 
that heat enhances the brilliancy of the stoiio 
always Icadi the dealer lo hold it In his baud 
for some time before showing it to a customer. 


Fine opals are very valuable. As much as 


one thousand pounds have been given for a 
large stone for a ring or broocli. Tlio andmiu 
pri/,ed them very highly ; and Illny relates that 
Noiinlns, a HOIII.III tcn.iuir, was sent Into exile 
by Maictis Antouius because lie would not 
part with an opal of the size of a lillivrt, and 
valued atone hundred and seventy llioiisand 
pounds, which the latter coveted. The finest 
known opul is III the museum at Vienna, and 
is said lo be woith thirty thousand pounds.

Virginia City, Nevada, was visited by a terri- 


ble conflagration on Tuesday. 
Owins; to the 


destruction of the telegraph and the press of pri- 
vate despatclHSovw the lines, it has been diffi- 
cult to obtain any connected information re- 
garding the disaster, but the following is be- 
lieved to bo correct: The fire broke out about 
daylight In a dwelling on A street, near Taylor, 
a point, in the southwestern limit of the business 
and thickly settled portion of the city, it 
spread rapidly, extending eastward towards the 
ravine, in which are situated works and mills 
and several prominent mines, and reaching as 
far as F street northward, the flames crossed 
Union and Sutton streets, covering a space of 
about ten blocks. 


As the fire worked up C street the offices of 


the Territorial Enterprise and Chronicle were 
destroyed.') Piper's Opera House was the next 
in flames, and it -became evident that the rail- 
road depot and the hoisting wdrks of tho Con- 
solidated Virginia Wine wore in danger. Tlie 
wat«r supply was inadequate and tho engines 
of little use, so recourse was had to blowing up 
building,. It. was too late, however, and in a 
few minutes the depot £,,d thv hoisting works 
were ir, flames. Tins lat tor were recently com- 
pleted at an expense of several hundred thous- 
and dolUrs, and were the finest on tlie Coin- 
stock lode. Continuing to the north and cast 
the partially completed mill of the California 
Mine and the Consolidated Virginia mill weie 
soon in flames, which spread still further north 
to the Ophlr hoisting works, destroying them 
also, which Is about the limit of the destruction 
in (hat direction, the lire dying out for want ol 
fuel: 


From Taylor street, near which the fire orig- 


inated, it spiva.l southward ii-aiust tlic wind de- 
stroying (.he branch office of the Bank of Cali- 
fornia, Wells, Fargo & Co.'s Express office, 
and everything else in its line. At this point 
the Gould & Curn Works weie in imminent 
danger, but were fortunately saved. In short, 
nearly the entire business portion of the town 
isin ashus. Hotels,churches, county buildings, 
newspapers, telegraph and express offices, are 
all swept away. Over 10,000 persons are made 
homeless. The wind is piercing and much suf- 
fering is anticipated before temporary shelter 
can be prepaied. 


It is impossible at present |0 conjecture the 


amount of loss. The destruction of the mills 
anil hoibing works above rofeired to will proba- 
bly entail a loss of a million dollars. Fortu- 
nately the shafts of both the Oplur and the 
consolidated Virginia were buluhuaded and the 
fire was kept out af the mines. Tlie Ophii 
men say that possibly their loss may be leas 
than at first supposed as the building was of 
light frame and may have burned without de- 
stioying the machinery. 


A rough estimate places the total loss at three 


millions. So loss of life is ycl reported. The 
great number of people reported turned out of 
doors by the (ire (slated at ten thousand), is ac- 
counted for by tlie fact that, owing to the pec- 
uliar mode of life led by tire large population 
engaged in tlie mines, who work by shifts ilay 
and night in many instances the same lodg- 
ings aie occupied at diffurunt hours by numer- 
ous tenants, anil at no time are household ac- 
commodations equal to the. demand oftlie pop- 
ulation.

n|»n which it was used ; but the composted 
hog manure contained thfi necessary elements 
of fertility, and also served lo ninriid the soil. 
A very high value is placed upon hog manure 
by most farmeis for use upon most crops. 
S. E. Lyiran, of Columbia, considers it the 
most valuable manure that nan be applied to 
potatoes, when composted with muck, and 
would use it upon them in prefcicnru to any 
oilier funiltzcr. II. L- Ucade, of Jpwett City, 
is stiongly in favor of using it upon corn, es- 
pecially after »liberal application, of say twenty 
I oads of common barnyard marline, spread and 
plowed in per acie, when lie would com[K>st 
his hog miminc, and line a shovelful for eight 
or nine hills. In this case, it would be a dif- 
ficult matter to decide whether success would 
be attributed to the small quantity of Iios; ma- 
nure, or the liberal supply of stable manure ; 
it would be natural for the impression that the 
stable manure sbou'd receive a good share of 
credit. E. W. Sylvester is of the opinion that 
the benefit is increased in case of hog manure 
by composting, or the combination of the ma- 
nure and muck. If that is so, it is a matter of 
consequence to those farmeis who do not man- 
ipulate their manure. 
We have seen the ef- 


fects of the use of hog manure in liberal quan- 
tities, and our experience has been that it re- 
quires some backing up towards the end of the 
season, which is an important time ; but this 
hai been when the application was in the hill, 
which is now much less used; \v« have no 
doubt but lliat a liberal application of com- 
posted manure, thoroughly incorporated with 
tlie soil, would produce the most satisfactory 
results. Let the true value of this maniira be 
more fully established, and farmeis will be 
more inclined to make poik for the the sake of 
th« manure, which a obtained thereby; and 
tlie farmers who now grow only sufficient fur 
their own use, will gruw for the market, count- 
ing the profit of the transaction in the increase 
<.f salable crops fiom the additional mannie.
